HOTHING CAN SAVE. CUBA 


Premier Sagasta at Last Recognizes 
- That the Istand Is Lost 


MAY CAUSE A REVOLUTION AT HOME 


It Is Now Clear That Spain Is Anxious 
for Peace—United States Is Asked 
To Deal with Insurgents 
and Secure an Armi- 
stice. 


Chigago, January 6.—A special to The Tri- 
bune from Washington says Spain is con- 
‘gidering a formal request to the United 
States to use its good offices to stop the 
fighting in Cuba. 

Intimations have been received at the 
state department that the Sagasta govern- 
ment had become convinced that the only 
way to save Cuba was to accept the of- 
ten proffered good offices of the United 
States. Canovas repeatedly replied to Pres. 
ident Cleveland declining these good offi- 
ces, and Sagasta did the same last Novem- 
ber. . Now the prime minister has become 
completely disheartened over the evident 
failure of autonomy. 

All efforts of Spain to bribe the subor- 
dinates of Gomez to surrender on the basis 
of home rule have proven futile. Blanco 
has completely failed in his efforts to open 
up communication with the insurgents, and 
Pando has likewise been defeated in the 
field. e Spanish minister now feels that 
the only ng left is to accept the good 
offices of Uncle Sam in spite of the humilia- 
tion involved. They hesitate only because 
they feel that a pubiic announcement of 
this fact would result in a revolution in 
Spain.

Went Are-now actually in- progress. 
Spanish government has lost the confidence 
of the loyalists in Cuba, and it recognizes 
the fact that the island itself is lost en- 
iirely unless this country will, at this late 
day, negotiate with the insurgents for some 
Dasis of peace. 

The Spanish propose that the United 

tates should propose to the insurgents an 

| Zttual armistice. pending negotiations for 
peace on the basis of American guarantees 
of the integrity of home rule, or even of 
independence on a money consideration. 

While no such formal proposition has 
been made by . Minister De Lome, the 
state department has been given to under- 
stand that only the fear of revolution in 
Spain stands in the way now of accepting 
the friendly offices of the United States, 
which have been rejected so often. It has 
been even intimated that if this country 
Sees fit on its motion to open up communi- 
cation with the insurgents, Spain will not 
throw any obstacles in the way. Any such 
move would be a practical recognition of 
the insurgents as belligerents, but things 
have reached such a crisis in Cuba that 
even this contingency must be faced. 

It is understood that the Cuban republic 
Will ineist on formal recognition before un- 
dertaking any negotiations with the United 
States, claiming that it cannot treat with a 
power which regards it only as an organ- 
iZed conspiracy of riot and piracy. The sit- 
uation is critical in Cuba, and the frequent 
Visits of the Spanish minister to the state 
department are a sufficient indication that 
the Spanish empire in Cuba is almost at an 
end. ss 

Officials here are inclined to the belief 
that the public announcement of the ac- 
ceptance of this country as a mediator will 
result in instant revolution in Spain, but 
they admit it is the last hope, and is being 
Seriously considered. 
Government Not Satisfied.

Reports were received tonight from mills 
in Arctic, Riverpoint, Quidnick, Pontiac, 
Natick and other Pawtucket and Black- 
Stone valley villages, and without exception 
they favored resisting the proposed reduc- 
tion. The various mills above mentioned em- 
Ploy about 12,000 people and operate 425,000 
&pindles.

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WAS @2URDER AND SUICIDE 


Captain in Federal Army During the 
War Sheds Blood Freely at 
: His Home. 


Gre-nville, Tenn., January 6.—The most 
horrible and shocking crime which this 
little city has ever seen was the extermi- 
Nation of the entire family of Captain A. 
W. Carter, an ex-federal officer, last night, 
the hour not being known. : 

Captain Carter, while temporarily insane, 
brained his aged wife with an ax and then 
with the same weapon infilcted wounds 
upon his daughter, which caused her death 
today. After committing this terrible 
deod, Captain Carter, with an old revolver, 
shot himself. The only other inmate of the 
house was Walter Gass, aged fourteen 
years. The boy was asleep upstairs, but 
about 3 o’clock this morning was awakened 
by groans, and upon investigation found 
the terrible state of affairs as above re- 
lated. The young lady was in a dying 
condition, and never recovered. The boy 
gave the alarm, and today the town has 
been wild. 2 : 

Captain Carter's mind has for the past 
three years been unbalanced, caused by 
the death of a daughter. He was consid- 
ered one of the best citizens of Greene 
county. 

At the time of his death he was com- 
mander of Burnside post No. 8, G. A. R. 
He was captain of a company of cavalry 
in the First Tennessee volunteers. 


GIRL SWALLOWED A THIMBLE. 


Roentgen Ray Locates and Photograph 
Guides the Surgeon’s Knife. 
Charlotte, N. C., January 6.—(Special.)— 
The little daughter of Will E. Harris, of 
Harrisburg, N. C., swallowed u thimble two 
days ago and has since been in a critical 
condition. Local physicians could not Io- 
cate it and it was decided that the Roent- 
gen rays be got into requisition in the 

search for the thimble. 

Professor Henry Louis Smith, of David- 
60m college, the iponeer in X-ray experi- 
ments in the south, operated the apparatus. 
No foreign object was to be seen, even un- 
der the strongest rays from the front, but 
when the back was examined the thimble 
was plainly seen. It was located’ in the 
lower part of the lung, with the smaller 
end toward the shoulder. A photograph of 
the body was taken and developed. 

The child was brought here today after 
the experiment and placed in the hands of 
the surgeons of the Medical and Surgical 
institute. 

The photograph showed the exact location 
of the object and the surgeons used this as 
a guide in performing the operation and 
taking the thimble from the lung. This is 


the firse time the X-ray has been used as- 


an adjunct to‘surgery in this state. 
BUCKLEY COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Wealthy New York Man Blows His 
Brains Out in a Boathouse. 

New York, January 6.—William T. Buck- 
ley, who until January lst was a member 
of the dry goods firm of Dunham, Buckley 
& €o., shot and killed himself in a little 
boathouse adjoining his residence in Wave 
Cr2st, L. I., this morning. Placing a pistol 
closé to kis left temple, he fired a hvllet 
entirely through his head. He died almost 
instantly. 

Mr. Buckley was about fifty-five years old, 
and was well known in New York business 
and social circles. His stable is one of the 
finest and most costly on Long Island. Mr. 
Buckley was reputed to be a millionaire, 
and the wholesale dry goods firm of Dun- 
ham, Buckley & Co. is known all over the 
country. He was a member of the Union 
League, Players, Cenatury, Merchants, 
Down Town Association, Seawanhaka- 
Corinthian Yacht Club, Rockaway Hunt 
Club, Dunlap Society and Cedarhurst Hunt 
Cl ib. 

It is reported Mr. Buckley had a misun- 
derstanding with his partner, James H. 
Dunham, which resulted in his being prac- 
tically forced to retire. Mr. Dunham gaid 
that his former partner had drawn largely 
from the business, though not tothe extent 
of causing an embarrassment to the firm. 

When asked what reasons there were for 
Mr. Buckley’s retirement from the firm of 
which he had been so long a member,’ Mr, 
Dunham sald: 

“Mr. Bickley was not needed in the 
business, and it was thought best to con- 
tinue without him. There were, however, 
no irregularities or pecuniary embarrass- 
ments in connection with the firm that led 
to his retirement; and I do not care to re- 
para the reasons that led up to his retire- 
ment.

HANNA NEEDS JUST 
THREE VOTES MORE 


Candidate and His Friends Throw All 
Blaster and Bluff Aside. 


THEY FEAR DEFEAT AT LAST 


Indignities Are Being Heaped Upon 
Families of Bolting Republicans. 


SENATO DOES NOT GIVE UP THE FIGHT 


Battle Was Waged All Day by Both 
Sides and No Change Was Shown 
at Nightfall. 


Columbus, O., January 6.—(Special.)— 
John E. Griffith, the republican member 
of the house, who has bolted Hanna and 
whose wife was abducted from the South- 
ern hotel last Sunday night by Hanna 
agents and taken to the Neil house, left 
for his home in Marysville this afternoon 
very @ngry and vowing he would make a 
funeral or two if the Hanna cliquers there 
persisted in hounding him and his family. 

A message from his mother-in-law at 
noon informed him that she had been sub- 
jected to all kinds of insults and indigni- 
ties by the Hanna adherents there, and 
that his children had been. stoned in the 
streets and stones had been thrown at 
his house. 

Mrs. Griffith remains here. 

The Hanna managers seem to be more 
confident today and are hard at work. 
They have evidently abandoned the blus- 
ter and bluff traits of the early part of 
the week, and are bringing pressure to 
bear upon the anti-Hanna republicans to 
bring enough of them into line with Sen- 
ator Hanna’s support to elect him, 

The editor of The Cleveland Leader, an 
ardent supporter of Senator Hanna, tele- 
graphs to his paper today that it is vuse- 
less to conceal the fact that Mr. Hanna 
lacks three votes of enough to elect h:m. 
It is difficult to see where these three 
votes are to be scured. They claim chat 
they will ultimately get the votes of Sen- 
ators Burke, Joyce and Griffith. It is not 
unlikely that Joyce may yet vote for Han- 
na. He was not in the original eight that 
combined against Hanna. Griffith and 
Burke are quite sure to stand out 2gainst 
Hanna to the end. 

Except at the Hanna headquarters it is 
generally expected that there will be a 
long deadlock in the senatorial election. 
The democrats are not expected to agree 
on a candidate in the caucus, 4nd will 
scatter their votes. The anti-Hanna 1epub- 
licans will probably bunch their vote and 
east it first for one anti-Hanna republi- 
can and then for another, feeling the sentl- 
ment.of the Hanna republicans fer each 
one, 

It is known that a number of aff.davits 
were prepared in the Hanna headquarters 
today and it is supposed that he is making 
counter charges of bribery to offset those 
which have gone to the grand jury against 
him and his agents. 

At the Hanna headquarters today it was

SREMS PLEASED 


German Press Is Not Satisfied with the 
Work ia the East. 


BUT LITTLE IS GAINED BY IT 


Some of the Papers Declare That It 
Has Been a Leap in the Dark. 


HAMPERED BOTH ON THE NORTH AND SOUTH 


Russia on One Side and England on 
the Other Prevent the Kaiser 
Reaching Out.

Berlin, January 6.—The German press is 
indulging in a tone of extravagant self- 
satisfaction over the success of German 
diplomacy in China. The fact that Em- 
peros William personally conferred the 
Order of the Red Eagle upon Baron Von 
Buelow, the German foreign minister, for 
his share in the affair, indicates that the 
emperor is delighted withthe outcome of 
his policy. 

<The newspapers, with the exception of 
The Vossische Zeitung, are full of sneering 
remarks at England's @xpense. The Vos- 
sische Zeitung, however, pointS out that 
there is plenty of room for everybody and 
even suggests that the time has arrived 
for a “better understanding between Eng- 
land and Germany.”’ " 

The rather apologetic tone of The North 
German Gazette in its semi-offictal article 
yesterday seems to be a reflection of the 
feeling in some quarters that the acquisi- 
tion of a coaling station is hardly the real- 
ization of the great colonial enterprise which 
the blaze of Prince Henry’s departure fore- 
shadowed and ‘the suggestion of the possibil- 
ity that Kiao-Chou might prove unsuitable 
leads many to ask whether Germany after 
all ‘hhas taken a leap in the dark. 

It is now discovered that if Germany 
moves north she is bound ‘to clash with 
Russian interests; ff further south, then 
with English interests. Already it is pro- 
posed to establish a branch of the German 
Asiatic bank at Kiao-Chou and postal reg- 
ulations will be issued. The government 
is ordering the preparations of maps and 
charts of the district and the principal 
banks propose to begin the exploration of 
the coal beds of the Shan Tung peninsula 
immediately. 

Lease Runs Ninety-nine Years. 

London, January 6.—The Times says this 
morning that it understands the term of 
Germany’s lease of Kiao Chou to be nine- 
ty-nine instead of fifty years. 

A dispatch to The Times from Peking, 
dated Thursday, says: “Under the agree- 
ment between Baron Heyking, German am- 
bassador to China, and Prince Kung, pres- 
ident of the Tsung Li Yamen, Germany 
will pay a nominal annual rental for Kiao 
Chou. She acquires the right to begin 
férthwith the construétion of a doek and 
a fortified coaling station. The belief in 
an early French oceupation of Hai-Nan is- 
land is general here.

Tension was 
caused by the political antagonism of 
Great Britain and Russia, but behind the 
political antagonism now appears economic 
ones, which, however, should be arranged 
with little difficulty. ‘There is no reason 
why one state should exclusively under- 
take the Chinese loan. Prudent considera- 


tions suggest the advisability of an inter- 
national arrangement.

CIVIL SERVICE LAW 
CAUSES HOT DEBATE 


Friends and Enemies of the Measure Are 
Heard in the House, 


THE DISCUSSION GROWS WARM 


Grosvenor, of Ohio, Declares the Law 
Absolutely Useless and Hurtful. 


SAYS A COMPLETE REPEAL IS NEEDED 


Joknson, of Indiana, Champions the 
Bill and Says It Should Not Be 
Tampered with. | 


Washington, January 6.—The friends ana 
enemies of the civil service law exchanged 
broadsides in the house today. The heav- 
iest guns on each side were brought into 
action. Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, and Mr. 
Johnson, of Indiana, each made exhaustive 
speeches and kept their respective sides in 
@ constant furore 

Mr. Grosvenor’s description of the habits 
of the “cuckoo” teemed with wit and kept 
the house in a roar. Mr. Grosvenor in re- 
plying to the charge made against himself 
and his colleagues that they were betray- 
ing tne republican party, adverted to what 
he called the list of traitors among the 
high priests of civil service reform, at the 
head of which he placed George William 
Curtis, who abandoned the republican par- 
ty to show that the present position occu- 
pied by the majority of the house was not 
inconsistent with these declarations. 

“For I give the members of the civil ser- 
vice committee notice,’’ said he, “that we 
have a majority on this floor, and you can- 
not strangle a majority in the American 
congress.” (Applause.) 

He argued that when the St. Louis plat- 
form was adopted the extensions contained 
in the Cleveland order of May, 1896, had not 
been understood. It was not until Novem- 
ber, 1896, that the enormous scope of that 
order, covering 46,000 officials, was publicly 
declared. The republicans coming into pow- 
er on a platform adopted by these vast 
extensions, were not in honor bound to agree 
to them and itewas proper the president 
should announce in his message to con- 
gress that there were portions of those or- 
ders which never ought to have been made. 
Mr. Grosvenor discussed the practical -ef- 
fect of the law and the examinations of the 
committee, giving many illustrations of ap- 
plicants who through years of service had 
proved their ability, but who failed to an- 
swer questions asked. 

One of Mr. Grosvenor’s statements which 
evoked an enthusiastic outburst from the 
galleries was in the nature of a warning 
that if members refused to listen to the 
voice of the people in hostility to this law 
they would not be members of the fifty- 
sixth house of representatives. He argued 
that the people were overwhelmingly op- 
posed to the law andsaid hundreds of thou- 
sands of republicans felt a secret sympa- 
thy with Mayor Van Wyck, of New York, 
who announced none but democrats would 
be appointed to office under the new city 
government. Governor Biack had said a 
few days ago that “when the late lamented 
republican government of New York came 
into power there were 15,000 Tammany men 
in office, and when it expired there were 
still 15,000 Tammany men on the pay roll.” 

The republicans, Mr. Grosvenor said, had 
been justly punished for keeping these ene- 
mies in their camp. 

(Mr. Grosvenor professed his adherence to 
the principle of the merit system and to 
the theory of examinations for office with- 
in certain limitations. But he exclaimed in 
conclusion, addressing the defenders of the 
law: 

“Tl want to serve notice on you that un- 
less you join us in the correction of the 
abuses and the reformation of the law 
we will join any portion of the community, 
legislative, executive or judicial, and .de- 
stroy the law root and branch.” (U proari- 
ous applause in the galleries.) 

“gr. Johnson, republican, of Indiana, one 
of the ardent defenders of the law, followed 
Mr. Grosvenor with an extended argument 
in support of the merit system. He took 
occasion to review the history of the civil 
service, pointing out that previous to the 
time of Jackson the spoils system did not 
exist. Men were appointed to office for fit- 
ness, yet never was party feeling stronger 
than then. He-vrepudiated the statements 
of the adversaries of the law that the Lin- 
coln and Grant believed in the spoils sys- 
tem. 

In enumerating the evils of the spoils 
system Mr. Johnson said it made cowards 
of legislators; stormed the white house; 
interfered with the departments; it reach- 
ed into the capitol and shaped legislation; 
it exaited the office broker and attacked, 
vilified and calumniated fhe conscientious 
man. Words, he declared, could not do 
justice to the infamy of this prolific evil 
which had debauched the civil service. 

Speaking to the republican side of the 
house he told his colleagues that the merit 
system was a _ republicap child. While 
George H. Pendleton was its author in in- 
ception, it was a republican measure. Every 
republican senator and all except seven 
republican members of the house voted for 
it. It has been indorsed by state and 
national conventions. Cities and states 
were behind it. 

Mr. Johnson attributed the present ‘‘dis- 
cordant and disgraceful scene’ now being 
enacted in Ohio with its ‘‘visions of sena- 
torships going glimmering” to the scramble 
for spoils, state and national, and said 
the surest way to put ryan in 
the white house in 1990 would be 
for the republican party to be recreant to 
{ts trust and to sjap in the face those who 
believed in an honestly conducted service. 

After expressing his confidence in Prest- 
dent McKinley, Mr. Johnson concluded with 
an eloquent appeal to him to stand by the 
principle upon the perpetuity of which the 
permanence of our institutions depended.

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NORTH CAROLINA RAILROAD 


Mr. Sam Spencer Says He Recalls No 
State Road Leasei for 99 Years. 


SOUTHERN’S PRESIDENT SWOEN. 


e Very Interesting and Important 
Railroad Suit on Trial at Salis- 


bury, N. C., Involving Lease. 


Salisbury, N. C., January 6—The first 
hearing of the plaintiffs in the North Car- 
Olina railroad lease litigation was held here 
before Special Master Craige today, This 
fs a suit before the special master to set 
aside the lease of the North Carolina rail- 
road to the Southern Railway Company. 
The testimony of the defendants, Governor 
Russell representing the state and his 
board of directors, has already been heard. 
Its purpose was to show fraud in the lease. 
The plaintiffs are the Southern, Railway 
Company and the old board of directors of 
the North Carolina railroad, who made the 
lease to the Southern and who were re- 
moved by Governor Russell. 

Samuel Spencer, president of the South- 
ern, was the principal witness, and testified 
that the Southern, having changing its tef- 
minus from West Point to Pinner’s Point, 
Va., desired the North Caroljna railroad as 
the best way to reach that terminus, and 
to connect the lines of the Southern north 
of Charlotte. The Atlantic and Danyille 
was an alternative route, and the Southern 
considered building from Manchester to 
tidewater at Norfolk but preferred the 
route by the North Carolina road. 

At Burlington, N. C., at a meeting of the 
old directors of the North Carolina road, 
when the Southern sought to renew the 
lease, there were points of difference be- 
tween the directors and the representatives 
of the Southern, the directors desiring to 
reduce the terms of the lease from ninety- 
nine years. 

Continuing, President Spencer said that 
no personal or other consideration nor any 
threat or personal misrepresenggmtion was 
made to any person directly or indirectly 
connected with the North Carolina ralil- 
road in order to further the adoption of 
the lease. Mr. Spencer, under cross ex- 
amination, said he recalled no state Yrail- 
road which had been leased for ninety 
years. He said that the Southern in mak- 
ing its lease of the North Carolina “was 
not following any precedents, but was re- 
newing the lease of 1871," which provided 
that the betterments of the road could be 
removed at the expiration of the lease. The 
directors said they wanted to make the 
new lease sg as not to provide for the re- 
moval of the betterments. 

On redirect examination Mr. Spencer 
said no work was done or begun or intend- 
ed upon the Mocksville-Mooresville link 
before the attempted repudiation cf the 
lease by the defendants ‘ this iftigation. 
Former President Alexander testified that 
he+thought the lease the best trade the 
state ever made. He said the directors took 
the Southern’s first mortgage bonds to 
the amount of $220,000 as security for the 
lease money, and he considered the securi- 
ty a safe one. He said undue influence 
was brought to bear on the directors to ge- 
cure the lease. 

All the members of the former board cf- 
fered similar testimony. The court “took a 
recess until § o'clock tomorrow morning.

San Quentin Prison, Ca@., January 6.—-At 
the request of Theodore Durtmnt, an As- 
sociated Press staff cor ent was 
brought tonight to the cage4Sike structure 
surrounded by a close wire netting, in 
which the condemned man is confined. His 
mother sat on one side conversing with 
her son in whispers. Durrant looked well, 
but his eyes were red from weeping and 

is lips were parched. The fallure today 
of the various moves in his behalf was 
referred to. 


“It was a great surprise, but I am pre- 
pared for it,”’ replied Durrant. 

“How do you feel?’ 

“Hopeful, buoyant and ready w meet 
my Maker.”” answered the condemned 
man. “I know the Lord is with ma No 
one Knows what faith is until it is tried. 
I am going to a Judge who has never 
committed a wrong and who cannot. My 
faith has been so strong that I have been 
kept up and will be sustained to the end.” 

Then turning to his mother, he said: 

“Mother, I have come to the conclusion 
that it needs trial to know God. And you 
may say that to the world,” he added. 

A suGden thought seemed to strike Dur- 
rant, for he added in a Ko.ce different 
from the earnest, religiows secents of his 
previous remarks:

“What will you say at the last?” he was 
asked.

of execution, and that there was no legal 
reason why he should not proceed with 
execution.

If the girl made any fight at 
all in the gloomy, cross-tipped church, it 
tvould not have tasted long, for there were 
no evidences either on the walls or the 
woodwork to prove that she was ever con- 
scious long enough after the first blow was 
struck, to give battle to the man who had 
sought a church to commit a crime. 

It seems probable from the scarcity of 
blood on the walls that she was either 
dead or itnsensible when she was placed 
in the closet. Ste may have been knocked 
down while in the auditorium of the church 
and then dragged into the library, Where 
the second ¢erime was committed. The door 
which was locked had to be broken open, 
and the murderer, growing more desperate 
with every passing moment, doubtless flung 
himself against the panels until the lock 
was torn from its fastenings.

W. C. LANIER PASSES AWAY 


Was a Prominent Citizen. of.. West |

HEALTH .HAD BEEN FEEBLE|.

He Had Many Friends in West Point 
and Helped Build the City—The 
Funeral This Morning. 


Mr..W. €. Lanier, formerly. one of the 
most preminent and one of the wealthiest 
citizens of West Point, Ga., died yesterday 
afteriioon at his residence at Ormewood 
Park, near Atlanta, after an illness of 
abcut ten Qays. 

Mr. Lanier was the senior member of the 
firm of W. Cc. Lanier, bankers and mwenu- 
facturers, of West Point. He went to West 
Point from Alabama when quite a boy. He 
entered the commercial life there and by 
his energy and industry became one of the 
most prominent and influential citizens. 

At the close of the civil war he became 
agent for the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road and held this position for tnany years. 
While holding this position his firm became 
interested in some large and important en- 
terprises and he resigned in order to take 
charge of these. 

His firm took hold of and made successful 
large cotton manufacturing intere:ts around 
West Point, inducing the investment of up- 
wards of $1,000,000 in and near the town. 

Mr. Lanier was known and liked by ev- 
ery one in‘' West Point and was one of the 
most influential citizens of that place. He 
was instrumental in making the city what 
itis and it was almost entirely through his 
efforts that large investments wge made 
there. 

He leaves a widow and four children to 
mourn his loss. He had been in feeble 
health for some ‘time and his death was not 
unexpected.

New York, January 6—The American 
Express Company was robbed today of 
$10,528 and Clark Braden, Jr., a trusted 
employee, is missing. Central officers and 
private detectives are hunting for him. 

Three days ago the night manager in 
charge of the office at Forty-seventh street 
and Madison avenue was taken ill and 
Braden, a clerk of the company for more 
than ten years, was temporary substitute. 
This office the eoempany uses as a clearing 
house for all itg matter sent or received 
from the Grand Centréi station. 

Among the parcels to be sent on the 6:30 
o’clock train on the Hudson river road this 
morning . were‘ several containing cash to 
the amount of $5,582 and oné containing) five 
$1,000 Chicago Gas bonds. It was Braden’s 
place to take these packages to the train, 
return to the office and remain on duty 
until 7 o'clock. 

When the day employees arrived Braden 
was not in the office. The safe was locked. 
There were no receipts for valuable pack- 
ages by the morning train, although the 
books showed that several such parcels had 
been received at the office. 

At first the absence of Braden and the 
receipts were set down to carelessness. But 
a few minutes later the leather bags which 
had contained the packages were found 
under some other freight. They had been 
cut open and the money and bonds taken. 

That the robbery was hastily carried out, 
is shown by the fact that $25,000, mostly in 
cash, was left in the safe, and that the 
bonds were taken. Notices were sent to 
every bank and financial institution in 
the country, warning them against pur- 
chasing the stolen gas bonds. These bonds 
have a face value of $5,000, but are worth 
in other markets $5,850. They are for 
$1,000 each, issued in 1896 and bearing 5 per 
cent interest. They are numbered 1608, 
1827, 2859, 4000 and 4191. 

May Be in Chicago. 

Chicago, January 6.—The Chicago police 
were requested this evening by the Pin- 
kerton detective agency to apprehend 
Clark Braden, the absconding night clerk 
of the American Express Company in the 
New York office. 

Instead of a $1,000,009 robbary, as rumored 
at first, the loss suffered by the «express 
company through the clerk’s Gjsappearance 
is, the Pinkertons allege, $30,000.

Mr. Bloomfield, of Athens, Talks of 
the Situation in New England. 
Athens, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)—Mr. 
R. L. Bloomfield, president of the Star 
Thread Company, who for forty years has 
been in the manufacturing business in 
Clarke county, has just returned from Phil- 

adelphia, 

In speaking of the cotton mill problem 
as at present attracting attention through- 
out the United States, Mr. Bloomfield said: 

*The problem that is most interesting to 
my mind and which I think will work the 
most cnange is the €xper.menct now being 
tried in Charleston by the purchase of the 
Charleston Cotton mill and jts operation 
by negro help. 

“The contest between the north and the 
south in the manufacturing of cotton will 


equaiize itself in the east by the decline of | 


labor. There being abundant margins in 
labor for a large decline, it will certainly 
take place when necéssity demands it. 

“While the south wiil doubtless manu- 
facture a large amount of the domestic 
grades of cotton’ goods, other countries of 
necessity must manufacture the great bulk 
of the cotton, simply from the fact that all 
countries having an advantage in produc- 
ing crude materials never find capital and 
labor sufficient to prepare those crude ma- 
terials for market, 

“When we take under consideration the 
demand made for ititerest and the long dis- 
tance the south is from her markets, the 
comparative small uses for the 
waste, and the scarcity of labor which 
must naturally come if confined to white 
labor, will equalize the advantage which 
we may have in simply the raw material. 

“For manufacturing purposes we want 
cheap money, dense population and power. 
The country or section of country possess- 
ing these requisites in the largest degree 
must of necessity do the most work in the 
manufacturing of cotton goods.”’

MRS. CAROLINE G. COUPER. 


Daughter of British Officer and Moth- 
er of a Worthy Family. 


Brunswick, Ga., January 5.—(Special.)— 
In the death of Mrs. Caroline G. Couper, 
recently recorded in these dispatches, the 
remains of one of the most noted figures in 
the old-time social and literary life of 
Georgia were laid to rest. 

Mrs. Couper was the daughter of Captain 
Alexander C. Wylly, a distinguished officer 
in the British army. She was born on Bt. 
Simons isiand May 24, 1811, and died at the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. Charles Wylly, 
in Brunswick on December 31, 1897. 

During the year 1827 she married the Hon. 
James Hamilton Couper, a distinguished 
citizen of Glynn county. The life she lived 
was one of great influence in the com- 
munity in which she resided. Mrs. Couper 
was esteemed by all who Knew her for her 
generosity of heart and hospitality to per- 
sons of almost all degrees. 

Her husband for fifty years cultivated the 
plantation known as Hopeton, famous Le- 
fore the war for its social entertainments 
and the number as well as variety cf noted 
people who were gathered within its con- 
fines. Mr. Couper also brought Ilopeton 
to great agricultural perfection. He was 
noted us a s¢ientific agriculturist, as a 
successful planter ard as a Inan vwhese 
literary eminence caused his corresnond- 
ence to be sought by all the universities. 
He was a trustee of the Sewanee col'ege 
and a@ man respected by all wno knew 
him. He died in 1867 and after that 
changes in his famous country sejot began 
to occur.

This also relieves the lessee 
of another big expense, Frequently a long- 
termed man becomes disabled early and 
may remain so for the balance of his term, 
Still we have to keep him. Sometimes 
they get too old to work, and sometimes 
they are too old when sent here; still we 
have to keep them. They eat as much 
as any and require as many clothes and 
more care and attention. Yet there is no 
help for it. We have to take whatever is 
sent us. 

“If the state will place these inmates of 
the central penitentiary on a farm,” he 
continued, “I am gatiefied that the institu- 
tion can be made self-sustaining.

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were nearly $25,000,000. 
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Growth of Our Railroads. 
The official figures published in yes- 


terday’s Constitution taken from Comp- 
troller General Wrizght’s report, showed 


remarkable increase in the taxable 


values of railroad property since 1879. 


When the present comptroller general 
went into the office, eighteen years ago, 
the railroads returned their property 
at $9,866,129. This year they are re- 
turned at $42,286,457. There is an in- 
crease of $32,400,000 in round numbers. 

All other property has increased in 
the same time from $225,993,419 to $370,- 
034,912, or $144,000,000. 

The railroads have increased 450 per 
cent against 64 per cent for all other 
kinds of property. 

It is true that eighteen years ago the 
railroads were returning their property 
at a low Valuation per mile. The comp- 
troller general raised them right and 
left. They protested, and argued that 


their property ought not to be taxed | 


for more than actual cost of the ma- 
terlal and equipment. He took another 
view, and advanced their figures so that 
in three years they were paying dou- 
ble the taxes they had been assessed. 
About this time the railway mileage 
increased, and the companies added to 
their systems. They were prosperous, 
and year by year they gave in more 
property. In 1887 their total returns 
They were in- 
creased about $4,000,000 a year until 
1891, when the $42,000,000 mark was 
passed. There was a small increase 
the next year, 1892, which was the high 
water mark for all property in Georgia. 
Property on the digest was returned 
that year at $421,149.509. Bunt the di- 
gest property has been falling off ever 
since. The railroads were suffering, 
too, from hard times, and there was a 


_ decrease in the valuation of their prop- 
=» erty for three years, but in 1896 the 
» roads reached their highest mark—$42,- 
* 780,835. 


No property is returned for its full 


' value, but the railroads are assessed at 


» nearer their full value than almost any 
mother form. Real estate is supposed 
‘to be returned at from one-half to two- 
‘thirds of its market value. 
' The railroad showing would be larger 
Yt y probably $12,000,000 if it were not 
“that some of the roads are exempt from 
an ad valorem tax under their charters. 
' There are four such roads in the state, 
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the! Western 


gia railroad, the Southwestern and the 
Augusta and Savannah. 

In the early days of railroad construc- 
tion the people of Georgia, desiring to 
encourage the building of new lines, ex- 
empted these roads from an ad valorem 
tax taxing them instead one-half of 1 per 
cent on their net income above operating 
expenses, The Central of Georgia was 
exempt also under its charter, but when 
it went into a receivership and was re- 
organized, a new charter was obtained 
and under the present constitution, no 
property can be exempted from taxa- 
tion except churches, schools and charit- 
able institutions. Therefore the Central 
became subject to state taxation under 
its new charter. 

The charters of the Georgia railroad, 
the Southwestern and the Augusta and 
Savannah were for long terms, and it 
will be many years yet before they be- 
come subject to an ad valorem tax. 
They are paying a tax, however, on their 
net income, and this adds several thous- 
and dollars to the treasury each year, 

Within the last few years, the rail- 
roads have .become:’ subject to county 
and municipal taxation as well as to 
state taxation. This came about through 
the tax act, which has added a great 
sum in the aggregate to the amount 
which the transportation companies had 
been contributing to the expenses of 
the government. 

With the exception of cotton factories, 
no considerable class of property in the 
state has advanced in valuation with any- 
thing like the rapidity shown by the rail- 
roads in the last eighteen years. Cotton 
manufacturing is a comparatively new 
industry in this state, and practically 
all its growth has been since 1879. So 
that as a class of property, the railroads 
really show the greatest growth. 
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An Elective Judiciary. 

One of the strongest arguments yet 
made for an elective judiciary comes 
from the governor of Mississippi. 

In his recent message the following 
paragraph occurs: 


I recommend an amendment to the con- 
stitution making the judges and chancellors 
elective by the people. The system of ap- 
pointing judges and chancellors is a legacy 
left us by a government formed under a 
constitution framed by a heterogeneous 
convention of non-resident adventurers and 
spoilsmen, in the place of an elective sys- 
tem which we had given a fair trial and 
with which we were entirely satisfied. I 
belleve Mississippi was the first state to 
adopt the system of electing judges by the 
people, which met with such high approval 
that many, if not most, of the other states 
followed and retained the example. It was 
abandoned in this state for the appointive 
-System, to give potency to an oligarchy of 
non-residents, who had formed a govern- 
ment of the people by adventurers for ad- 
venturers. It, therefore, comes “in such 
questionable shape’ that it may well be 
spoken. The theory of our form of gov- 
ernment is that we have three separate 
and independent departments—executive, 
legislative and judiciary—and@ ‘that it is a 
government of the people, by the people 
and for the people. To make this true in 
fact as in theory, each department should 
cOme directly from the hands of the people. 
I believe the people have virtue, intellicence 
and patriotism enough to elect the incum- 
bents of every department of the state gov- 
ernment, and if this is admitted no rational 
objection can be made to the election of 
judges by the people. In a free country no 
power of government should be delegated 
by the people which they have the virtue, 
intelligence and patriotism to exercise for 
themselves. I recommend that the voters 
of the State be given an opportunity to de- 
cide this important question. 

The point made by the governor in 
favor of direct action is one which seems 
to be unassailable. As the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of 
the government exist on co-equal terms, 
there can be no doubt that they should 
equally receive their commissions from 
the people direct. It would be about 
as sensible to say that the governor 
should appoint the members of the leg- 
islature as that he shouvid appoint the 
members of the judiciary. Necessari- 
ly the appointing power has great in- 
fluence, even though unconscious, over 
the recipients ofthis favor, andit must 
affect, more or less, their official conduct. 

Georgia has already made a beginning 
in returning to the system of allowing 
the people to decide for themselves who 
shall compose the membership of these 
three independent and co-equal depart- 
ments of the government. 

Whatever danger there may have 
been in an unrestricted ballot, which 
gave a voice to the ignorant and the 
is being provided against by 
laws regulating the franchise, under 
which every man who wants to vote can 
qualify himself with but little trouble, 
and which yet rules out those who do 
not care enough for the ballot to take

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Governor McLaurin’s Message. 

Governor McLaurin, of Mississippi, in 
his message to the legislature of that 
state, which assembled on Tuesday last, 
makes the declaration that the yellow 
fever epidemic of the past year, which 
had its origin in Ocean Springs, “is 
traceable to the inefficiency, if not the 
obstinacy of the marine hospital ser- 
vice.”. In support of this assertion the 
governor goes on to narrate that the 
gulf coast quarantine station was, until 
the last few years, on Chandeleur is- 
land, where all ships could be inspected 
and disinfected, if necessary, before com- 
ing in contact with anybody ora ship at 
anchor. This station was moved to the 
eastern part of Ship island, and to reach 
which ships before being inspected, or 
disinfected, have to pass through or by 
the shipping at Shipisland. An infect- 
ed ship in passing may infect this ship- 
ping, and the infection be easily carried 
ashore by small boats, trading between 
this point or Ocean Springs or Biloxi. 
It is supposed that by this medium the 
infection found its way ashore last year. 

Governor McLaurin makes a strong 
point in favor of state vigilance when he 
shows that over one vear before his at- 
tention had been called to this fact by 
the state beard of health, and that, dur- 
ing the month of August of 1896 he had 
written a letter to the then Secretary 
Carlisle putting him on notice of the 
| great danger, and requesting the remov- 
al of the gulf quarantine station to 
Chandeleur island. His request was 
ignored. Another point made by the 
governor is that less than 5 per cent 
of the marine hospital service comes 
from south of latitude 37, “or that area 
of the country likely to be invaded by 
yellow fever.” Thus less than 10 per- 
cent of the regniar force of the service 
has had any experience with yellow 
fever, and less than 8 per cent is re- 
garded by sanitarians as possessing any 
knowledge of this disease whatever. 

While there are strong arguments for 
national quarantine, as have been pre- 
sented heretofore by The Constitution,

Turning the Screws. 

The cotton mill manufacturers of New 
Engiand are: at present turning the 
screws in order to press down the wages 
of their operatives. 

It has now become an annual custom 
for the mill men of New England to re- 
new the discussion about the competi- 
tion of the southern mills. It is signifi- 
cant that all through this discussion 
they pay especial attention to the mat- 
ter of wages in the south, and that it is 
accompanied by a regular 10 per cent: 
cut of the wages paid to their own em- 
ployees. The fact is that while the 
southern mills have entered largely 
into the cotton cloth market, it is not 
their competition in the market which 
the (New England men fear so much, as 
it is their desire to reduce the wages 
of their own employees in order to in- 
crease the profits of their watered 
stock. 

Cotton milling has paid abundantly in 
the south, because the interest expected 
to be earned was that which justly be- 
longed to the investment made, and was 
not based upon a fictitious value which 
had no real existence. If the New Eng- 
land mill men would get rid of their. 
watered stock, and would then proceed | 
to weed out those holding fancy posi- 
tions with little or no work attached in 
their.establishments, they might bring 
their properties down to where the re- 
turns would pay a reasonable interest on 
the actual investment. 

The real trouble in the present dis- 
cussion was aptly touched upon by a 
prominent Georgia mill president, who, 
when asked for his opinion on the pres- 
ent situation’/in New England, replied: 
“T will give no opinion which is intended 
to be used as aclub with which to beat 
down the wages of honest men. That 
is the only purpose for which the bug- 
aboo of southern mill opposition is an- 
nually brought up in Massachusetts be- 
fore the legislature to prevent agitation, 
and for a threat to the factory opera- 
tives, with which to compel them to sub- 
mitd't0 arbitrary and unjust cuts in 
wares.” 

There is a great deal of truth in this 
statement.

The South’s Coal Output. 

In the current issue of The Chattanooga 
Tradesman Mr. E. W. Parker, the well- 

nown statistician of the interior depart- 
ment, reviews at some length the extra- 
ordinary progress of the south’s coal 
industry during the past twenty-eight 
years. 

To show the feeble condition of the 
industry at the close of the late war be- 
tween the states, Mr. Parker cites the 
fact that only three southern states were 
engaged in mining coal at that time, 
viz, Maryland, Virginia and Alabama. 
In 1870 Marvland produced 1,923,124 
tons of coal, Virginia 70000 tons and 
Alabama 13,200 tons, making the south’s 
total output for the year 2,006,324 tons. 
Maryland continued to head the list of 
coal-producing states until 1885, when 
West Virginia acquired this distinction. 
In 1896 there were’ eleven southern 
states engaged in mining coal, and the 
total output for the year reached the 
enormous aggregate of 32,852,630 tons. 
The following table shows the manner 
in which this output was distributed:

Whichever party happens to be in pow- 
er should have an honorable record, 
and be controlled by men whose person- 
al character and qualifications give as- 
surance that party men though they be, 
when the responsibility of government 
comes to them, they will be essentially 
Americans of whom their countrymen 
may well be proud. 


Great Britain’s Diplomatic Coup. 
Great Britain is determined not to 
be outgeneraled by the other European 
powers, and the notice which she has 
frecently perved upon China/ relative 
to the existing complication of affairs 
in the east, appears to give her decided- 
ly the best of the situation. : 
This notice is characterized by all the 
outward semblance of virtue, and its 
effect for the time being is to make 
Great Britain the champion of those 
powers which have refrained from tak- 
ing any part in the proposed scheme 
of Chinese spolation. Undoubtedly 
Great Britain’s cbject in making this 
bold play is to fasten her hold upon 
China more securely, and when negotia- 
tions are at length concluded she will, 
no doubt, reap substantial profits out 
of what now appears to be her zealous 
and disinterested championship of Chris- 
tendom. In substance, Great Britain 
notifies China that she must make no 
concessions to Russia, Germany, France 
or any other power without also making 
these same concessions to every other 
Pita Says the language of this no- 
tice: ; 
“If Germahy obtains a naval station 
at Kiao-Chou Great Britain insists upon 


| having a saval station at the same port; | 


China will not result immediately. 
Great Britain’s warrant for breaking 

up the little game which Russia and 

Germany had commenced to play with 


-such flattering indicatiens of success, is 
“based upon the terms of the treaty 


agreement entered into between Great 
Britain and China in 1858, which pro- 
vides that “British ships of war coming 
for no hostile purpose, or being engaged 
in the pursuit of pirates, shall be at lib- 
erty to visit all ports within the do- 


| minions of the emperor of China, and 


shall receive every facility for the pur- 
chase of provisions, and if occasion re- 
quires, for the making of repairs.” Great 
Britain contends that her rights under 
this treaty agreement cannot be pre- 
served if Russia is given the exclusive 
right to occupy Port Arthur, and Ger- 
many the exclusive right to occupy Kiao- 
Chou; and in order to pose as the cham- 
pion of Christendom, she asserts on be- 
half of other powers, the same rights 
which she claims for herself. 

This timely interference of Great Brit- 
ain completely changes the aspect of 
the situation, and it remains to be seen 
not only what action the Chinese gov- 
ernment will take in regard to it, but 
also what effect it will produce 
upon the future movements of Ger- 
many and Russia in the east. So far 
as the United States government is con- 
cerned, this interference on the part of 
Great Britain plays directly into our 
hands, ag it seeks to preserve the in- 
tegrity of the China@se.government and 
to prevent its trade relations from be 
ing molested. Our commercial deal- 
ings with Chima have been steadily 
growing for some time past, but on ac- 
count of the operations of the Monroe 
doctrine, we cannot take part in the 
scramble which igs now going on in the 
east, except to protest against the pro- 
posed spoliation. At this interesting 
juncture Great Britain comes to the 
front, and the cause which she repre- 
sents is, for the time being, the cause of 
the United States. From present in- 
dications, the spoliation of the Chinese 
empire will be delayed for some time, 
if, indeed, it is not effectually prevented 
by the timely interference of Great Brit- 
ain.

There is no point east of the Rockies 
where the temperature has reached the 
height of 115 degrees in the shade. If at the 
sea level or at any point along the seaboard 
the temperature should reach such a point 
animal life would be almost completely 
destroyed, due to the influence of the rela- 
tive humidity. This is clearly shown by the 
fact that in cities so located sunstrokes 
are common with a temperature of 9 or 
9% degrees. Atlanta’s mild climate is due, 
in the main, to its altitude.

The Kiondike is a stream emptying into 
the Yukon eighty miles above the boundary 
line between Alaska and the British North- 
west Territory. It is about one hundred 
and twenty-five miles long, heading in the 
Rockies, and is a rapid river, running in 
a northerly direction. Bonanza creek, com- 
ing in one and one-half miles above the 
mouth of the Klondike, is twenty-five miles 
long, and heads at the Dome, as do a num- 
ber of lesser creeks. It runs southwesterly. 
El Dorado comes in twelve miles up, and 
is seven miles long, running in the same 
general direction as Bonanza. Gold on Bo- 
manza is finer than that on El Dorado. The 
richest claims are in the middle of the 
gulch, the gold there being coarse, with 
lots of nuggets.

are different. They are apparently unxious 
to induce others to stand for the office and 
are even offering mducements in some 
counties to work the good old ‘favorite 
son’’ game. But present conditions are 
not inviting, and it looks as though the 
favorite sons would content themselves 
with staving where they are. 

The one turn in the political tide which 
worries Mr. Terrell’s supporters most is 
the steady drift of the powerful duBignon 
following alongside of the Candler boom. 
Mr. duBignon is losing none of his support 
and the democratic leaders of the state 
who will favor him if he becomes @ can- 
didate are holding intact not only a :um- 
ber of actual counties, but a sufficient 
aumber of votes in other counties to effect 
the result as between Terrell and Can- 
dier. What Mr. duBignon means to do 
even his closest friends do not know, and 
until he makes some definite announcement 
his followers will sit steady in the boat. 
Senator Steve Clay was asked just before 
he left for Washington what the cuBign-

BARELY ESCAPED MUTILATION 


While on Her -Way To Her Home 
Near Howells She Was Hit Yes- 
terday by S. A. L. Passenger. 


Little Katie Sweat, aged nine years, was 
struck by a car of the Seaboard Air-Line 
railroad yesterday afternoon about 3:30 
o’clock.

The little 
girl seemingly became frightened at the 
two trains, and just as the Seaboard Air- 
Line reached her she darted across the 
track. It fortunately happened that the 
train was only making about ten miles 
an hour, or else the little girl would have 
been ground to pieces. 

Just as she reached the far side of the 
track the step to one of the coaches struck 
her, throwing her to the ground, where she 
lay in an unconscious condition. She was 
taken to her home, where it was ascertain-

LMANAC prophecies 
A been made to the public, but weather 

‘prophets and astronomers who have 
been calculating on 1898 promise that the 
big holidays of the present year will be 
models of good weather. 

People always feel an intense interest in 
the kind and quality of weather which will 
prevail on certain important dates like the 
Fourth of July and Christmas. An especial 
interest is felt in the Easter weather, and 
people have already begun to wonder what 
Old Jupiter Pluvius will give us on St. Val- 
entine’s Day. 

Last year was a bad year for all of these 
festival days, The local prophets said that 
Easter would be a bright, sunshiny day 
and the people prepared gorgeous ward- 
robes to spring on the public that day. The 
day dawned cold as cucumber pickles, and 
straw hats were given a frosty reception. 

It rained on the Fourth of July, of course, 
and people were disappointed. The recent 
disagreeable Christmas is fresh in the 
minds of the suffering public. New Year’s 
was a rough day for weather; it was too 
cold to make good resolutions. 

This year it will all be different. The 
almanac prophets have arranged a splendid 
weather schedule. Almanacs invariably dif- 
fer from each other as to the kind of 
weather we are going to have, but this is 
due to the fact that one almanac is ex- 
pected to prophesy for the entire country. 

This year Georgia is fortunate enough to 
have an almanac prepared for this state 
exclusively. The Georgia almanac was pre- 
pared by Mr. I. Dunne, late of the United 
States signal service. The calculations made 
are based upon personal observations made 
during a weather service extending over 
a quarter of @ century at Augusta, Ga. 

Some Sample Weather. 

Let us glance at St. Valentine's day. This 
being a winter holiday, the people usually 
like cold, bracing weather and the almanac 
promises just the kind desired: For the 14th 
of February we find that we are to have 
snow. Snow will be a happy occurrence for 
that date, as sleighing is always popular. 

We will have a cold storm on Washing- 
ton’s birthday, February 22d, which is a 
legal holiday. This is also Shrove Tuesday, 
just preceding Ash Wednesday, and both

The cars were im- 
mediately put into service. 

The eight cars were constructed for a 
special double daily mail service, between 
Atlanta and NeW Orleans. To have the 
double daily service it was necessary to 
have eight cars and to give a good ser- 
vice it Was necessary to have big cars. 
The mail service for Atlanta will now be 
the best in the country. There will be a 
double daily service from Washington to 
Atlanta and from New Orleans to Atlanta. 
This will place Atlanta in quick and fre- 
quent communication with all of the in- 
termediate towns and cities, and the city’s 
business men will enjoy the best iniil fa- 
cilities ever given to any southern city. 

Superintendent Terrell’s new cars have 
been in process of construction for sev- 
eral months. They were built especially 
for the class of service as is needed in 

the south. For models of convenience 
and service they could not be evrvelled. 
Three of the cars were built st Fullman, 
the famous€car works city of IIi'rois. 
The other five were built in Louisville. 
The cars are sixty feet long and are among 
the largest in the country. Superintend- 
ent Terrell says he will handle Atlanta’s 
mail like a top now. His department is 
splendidly equipped, and with his efficient 
force of men he feels well gatisfied. 

The yellow fever almost annihilated the 
mail service of the fourth division, a1s' it 
has required hard work to set everything 
back into working order, but Superintend- 
ent Terrell has succeeded in getting tie

Tt is to be noted that the years of great- 
est railway building were the years of féw- 
est receiverships. Thus, in 1881, when near- 
jy 10,000 miles were built, only five compa-

HOW THEY SAVED THEIR BONDS. 


cunior Security Holders of the Mem- 
phis and Charleston All Right. 

It has been repeatedly stated that the 
fourth mortgage bondholders of the Mcrin- 
phis and Charleston would not get any- 
thing for their securities. Some time ago 
The Constitutiton lannounced that they 
were in a position to take care of them- 
selves, and would not be left. 

It turned out that in the negotiations 
between the Southern and the holders of 
the fourth mortgage bonds who also held 
the third mortgage bonds, both issues were 
sold at a price which the holders say was 
thoroughly satisfactory to them. There 
was a time when the fourth mortgage bonds 
and the thirds, too, were in bad shape, but 
the holders of the fourths got the money 
and bought the thirds, and then had the 
money to pay for tke road, if it came toa 
show-down. The Southern wanted the line, 
and settled with the third and fourth 
bonds at a price which gave the owners a 
good profit along with their attorneys’ 
fees and other experses which had been 
incurred. The @#ransaction was considered 
in financial circles as one of the brilliant 
strokes of the past year. Messrs. King & 
Saplding, of Atlanta, were associaié counsel 
for the junior bondholders in the litiga- 
tion. 


Seaboard’s Improvements. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 5.—(Special.)—The 
Seaboard Air-Line has,closed a contract 
with the Portsmouth car shops for the 
building of 400 freight cars, to be provided 
with all recent improvements. Vice Presi- 
dent St. John says: ‘“‘We are trying to 
arrange to do all our work along the line 
of the road, so that the people in our sec- 
tion will get the benefit of what the com- 
pany is doing. This contract means an 
immediate expenditure of $250,000."’ 

The Seaboard is also ordering a number 
of néw engines. 


Bought for the Erie. 


New York, January 6.—J. P. Morgan & 
Co. have purchased the majority of the 
stock of the Susquehanna and Western 
railroad. It is understood that the pur- 
chase has been made in the interest of the 
Erie. It was learned today that a majority 
of the stock has been turned into the com- 
pany office for transfer.

Sheriff Nelms Will Spring the Trig- 
ger—Execution Will be Strictly 
Private.

praying softly to himself. 

His appetite so far has remained good. 
Yesterday he ate the three meals brought 
him by the jailer and seemed to enjoy */5 
repast. He has few callers and declines to 
talk of his approaching death. 

Rev. R. S. Stephenson and Rev. H. H. 
Proctor, a colored minister, called to £ee 
Cyrus yesterday and remained with him 
for several hours. The death watch, which 
was placed on some days ago, is composed 
of Babe Bowen, who watched over Perry 
during his last moments, and John Waites. 
The former watches during the day and 
the latter at night. 

Jailer Maddox says he anticipates no dis- 
turbance during the execution. Asa matter 
of precaution, however, a squad of police 
will be around the jail and the riotous 
scenes that have occurred at former execu- 
tions wil be avoided. It is his intention. 
to conduct the hanging as quietly as pos- 
sible and he will admit no one to the jail 
except physicians, ministers and newspaper 
men. All others who expect to witness the 
execution must obtain passes from Sheriff 
Nelms. The sheriff has refused many ap- 
plications during the past few days. 

Cyrus told Jailer Maddox yesterday that 
he was ready to die. He has resigned him- 
self to his fate and has announced his in- 
tention of going quietly to the gallows to 
face the inevitable. He is a man of nerve 
and it is, therefore, more than possible 
that he will disappoint those who come for 
nothing more than to see him break down 
under the strain. 

Undertaker Visits Cyrus. 

Rufus Cooper, the tailor, and L. L. Lee, 
the undertaker, were among the visitors to 
see Cyrus yesterday afternoon, but the lat- 
ter left in a short time. Cooper, who was 
a fast friend of Cyrus before the murder, 
amd who'since his incarceration has visited 
him almost daily, remained with him for 
several hours. : 

Lee came to the jail for the. purpose of 
ascertaining when he would receive the 
body, for he has been asked to take charge 
of the remains. : 

Those who come to the jail this morning 
‘to witness the execution will be admitted 
through the yard gate. This faces Fraser 
streeag. After the hanging this gate will be 
thrown Opén and the crowd will be asked 
to leave. Then the body wil follow in a 
coffin. A suit of black was purchased yes- 
terday and in it Cyrus will be executed. He 
will wear a plain white shirt, a low collar 
and a black tie. His shoes were fitted yes- 
terday. 


Shériff Will Pull Trigger. 

The action of Sheriff Nelms in himself 
throwing aside the trigger to the trap 
is something unprecedente. Heretofore 
the trigger has been set in motion by par- 
ties concealed, and even they did not know 
who had pulled the string. Three strings 
led from the gallows to the window of a 
jail 
proper. One of these was tied to the trig- 
eer and the two remaining were attached to 
& post. These strings were then mixed 
up in such a way as to deceive those who 
held them. Z 

The men were concealed in the basement 
of the building into which the strings led 
and at a given signal all three of them 
pulled their respective strings. The two 
false ones played no part in the hanging, 
but the true one sprung the trigger. 

After thinking the matter over Sheriff 
Nelms decided that this was unnecessary. 
He declared that it was his place, as sberiff 
of the county, to execute all prisoners, 
and although the task is disagreeable in 
the extreme, he will not hesitate. 

The murder for which Tom Cyrus will 
be hanged this morning was a delibe-ate 
one, but still was remarkable. Annie Jobn- 
son, a negro woman, was his victim. She 
had been Tom’s mistress. One night pon 
going home he found that she had been 
untrue to him. Upon making the discov- 
ery, his anger Overpowered hts better 
judgment, and pulling a pistol from his 
pocket, he sent a ball through the bkdy 
of the woman. 

He staid long enough to ascertain that 
She was dead and then walked to the 
police barracks, with his pisto) in his hand, 
and surrendered himself to the authorities. 
When brought to trial he expressed a 
desire to plead guilty, but Judge Candler 
would not allow him to do so. 

Counsel was appointed and a fight made, 
but the negro was convicted on his own 
Statement. The supreme court decided 
that a new trial could not be given on the 
evidence,. and Governor Atkinson, despite 
the appeal of Sheriff Nelms, ex-Mayor 
Porter King and many others, refused to do 
more than respite the man, giving «as his 
reason that he could not in justice to him- 
Self and the law commute the sentence 
of a man who had been convicted on his 
Own statement, especially when no new 


“evidence had ‘been discovered. 


There was no new evidence to be discoyv- 
ered. Cyrus had told the whole story him- 
self. The board of pardons, recently com- 
missioned, also refused to act in the mat- 
ter, and then Cyrus began in earnest to 
prepare for the fatai day. And now he 
sits reading his Bibie. nervous and rest- 
less, but with a determination to face death 
With nerves of steel and with no sign of 
fear on his face.

Object of Convention Is To Legalize 
Municipal Taxation.

nents are now being made by the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce for the con- 
vention, the purpose of which is to discuss 
some plan for the exemption of municipal 
taxation.

Exemption from mumn'cipal taxation has 
been legalized in North and South Caro- 
lina, Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana. 
The question is also being agitated in Vir- 
ginia and Tennessee. 

It will be the object of the convention 
to agree upon a wise and conservative 
policy and adopt a systematic and business- 
like effort to accomplish the necessary 
legislation. The matter will be discussed 
in the next legislative campaign in order 
that the people may understand and ‘ap- 
preciate the necessity for municipal exemp- 
tion cf the character named, says the official 
call which #3 soon to be sent out. 

In order that the matter may be thor- 
oughly considered and discussed, the con- 
vention of those interested will be held 
in this city on Thursday, February 10th. 
The chamber of commerce and other or- 
e2nizations of business men will be re- 
quested to send delegates to the meeting. 
An effort will be made to have every city 
in the state represented in the convention. 
All mayors and others in authority will be 
requested to appoint delegates, and all in- 
dividuals interested in the matter will be 
requested in a general invitation to at- 
tend. 

On the night of February 10th the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce will hold the 
bi-monthly dinner, and all delegates to the 
convention will be invited to attend this 
dinner. The committee in charge of the 
dinner is now busy arranging a programme 
of speakers from all over the state and 
some interesting addresses will be made. 
Arrangements are now being made to have 
the railroads give reduced rates for the 
convention. 

The letter of invitation to be issued by 
the chamber of commerce fully explaining 
the purpose of the convention is now in 
the hands of the printers and will be is- 
sued next Monday. In connection with this 
invitation, Mayor Collier will issue an in- 
vitation to the mayors of the different cities 
asking thelr co-operation in the matter. 
Mayor Collier heartily concurs in the sug- 
gestion to have such a convention and will 
invite all the mayors to attend the conven- 
tion with the committees to be appointed 
by themselves, 

The matter has been frequently brought 
to the attention of the legislature, but 
While there has been no specific opposi- 
ition, the issue has been misunderstood, it 
is claimed, on the part of the majority of 
the legislators, and the several bills in- 
troduced have failed to pass. Some of the 


. Georgia towns are now granting exemption 


privileges to manufacturing industries, but 
these exemptions are of questionable le- 
gality. While such agreements may be 
acceptible to home capital, it is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that outside capital will 
accept exemption of questionable legality 
when legal privileges may bé had for the 
asking in neighboring states. It should be 
thoroughly understood, says gihe call, that 
there is no purpose to interfere with state 
or county taxation upon manufacturing in- 
dustries. Municipal exemption alone is ad- 
voecated, and this only upon condition that 
the voters of a municipality shall declare 
in favor of such a policy. In a word, 
towns and cities should be granted the 
right of local option in--the matter: tney 
should be allowed to encourage industry by 
the remission of municipal taxes if they 
choose to do so. All of our smaller towns 
and cities can offer some special advantage 
for certain kinds of manufacture. The 
towns would benefit in ratio more than the 
cities.

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and Will Take Steps To Have It 
Abolished in Some Manner. 


A number of the most prominent gro- 
cers of Atlanta heid a secret meeting last 
night for the purpose of taking steps 
against the International Trading Stamp 
Company, which has recently established 
an office in this city. 

The grocers who met last night are those 
who do not patronize the stsmp company, 
and they claim that it is very materially 
injuring their business. They cm that 
only a few grocers are allowed .o use the 
stamps and that the business all goes to 
these. They also claim that the grocers 
are forced to pay 5 per cent of their busi- 
ness for these stamps, and that no gro- 
cer can afford to do this. 

As a result of the meeting last night 
the grocers represented will sammediately 
take steps loking toward abolishing the 
stamp company, so they say. A committee 
was appointed to consult lawyers, and it is 
probable that the matter will find its 
way to the courts. A committee wast ap- 
pointed to meet with the City Salesmen’s 
Association and ask for its co-operation. 
In this way a strong fight will be made 
against the company. 

The grocers who met last night are very 
bitter against the stamp company and say 
they will either cause it to stop selling 
stamps in Atlanta or go vut of business 
themselves. 

They claim that it is not just for the 
company to sell the stamps to one or twu 
grocers. and shut the others out, and that 
it is not reasonable for the company to 
charge 5 per cent of the business for the 
privilege of selling the stamps. 


“This thing is ruining all the grccers.” 
said one of the injured ones last Aight. 
“Tt affects those who use the stamps as 
much as it does those who do not. Those 
who use the stamps cannot afford it and 
will finally be forced out of businéss. Those 
who do not use the stamps cannot get any 
trade and they will be forced out of busi- 
ness. In that manner the thing works 


harm both ways.” 

A mass meeting of the grocers of the 
city will be held early next week for the 
purpose of taking further steps. Those who 
are pushing the fight on the stamp com- 
pany, while they are wiking to substan- 
tlate all their statements, will not allow 
their names to be used, because they fear 
it will be used against them and injure 
them additionally. 

The fight instituted by these grocers 
ra‘ses an interesting question. The stamp 
company has established elaborate offices 
here and seems prepared to stay. The 
grocers seem equally determined that it 
will not stay, and the fight which will ensue 
is one of considerable importance and in- 
teres. The wzmacvter may eventually go 
into the courts.

ABBOTT IS MYSTIFIED. 


He Does Not Know Who Is Behind the 
New Move. 

Mi:waukee, January 4.—The Evening Wis- 
consin today prints the following relating 
to the std@#tus of the Wisconsin Central 
line: 

“That the properties of the Wisconsin 
Central Company and the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral Railway Company will within a com- 
paratively shart time be entirely reorgan- 
ized, and that they will pass into other 
hands than those of the men who control 
the old company, seems abmost certain. 
This belief is fortified by the unexpected 
and somewhat mysterious formation of the 
recently organized Wisconsin Central Rall- 
way Company, whose articles of incorpora- 
tion were filed at Madison. 

‘That the present movement is a new one 
and comes with a great surprise to Edwin 
H. Abbott, the present receiver of the 
property, and others for years directly in- 
terested in the management of the W'is- 
consin Central lines is quite apparent from 
the manner in which the news of the step 
has been received by them. 

“It is hinted in certain circles, supposed 
to be fully conversant with the condition 
of things in the Wisconsin Central Com- 
panies, that the move is the result of a 
complete failure of the Wisconsin reorgan- 
ization committee, and the creditors of the 
Central lines to complete satisfactory ne- 
gotiations with Edwin H. Abbott. Mr. Ab- 
bott. the former president of the Wisconsin 
Central lines, practically owns and controls 
the lines from Manitowoc to Chicago, via 
Neenah and Menasha. It is claimed by 
some of those who understand the whole 
deal that the entire property would have 
been reorganized six months or year 
ago had the gentleman back of the re- 
organization matter been able to make a 
mutually satisfactory agreement with Mr.

New York, January 6.—Today'’s stock 
market was broad, animated and strong 
throughout and gains were maintained with 
Only insignificant reactiors at a few inter- 
vals. The buying was on a very large 
gecale, and was aggressive and cunfident. 
A number of prominent operators were in 
the movement, and their combined takings 
made up a large share of the transactions, 
But it was man.festly an outsige interest in 

market which was awakened by yes- 
terday’s stremegeth and the commission 
Louse business was on a fairly large scale. 
The investment demand for safe dividend 
aying stocks and the heavy buying of 
Ss were also evidences of an infusion 
of new life into the market. It is likely 
these dealings were’ due to the large 
amounts made available for irvestment by 
the January dividend, and interest dis- 
bursements. Most of the dealings were pro- 
fesstonal nevertheless, and they seemed to 
have been incited by the very confident 
expressions of one of the largest and most 
dashing operators in the market, and who 
was in large part the leader of last sum- 
mer’s rise. Some of the most notuble gains 
were achieved early in the day, and were 
quite firmly heid throughout, even in the 
tace of very large transactions. There were 
Suggestions of realizing in this, but all 
offerings were well absorbed. The closing 
was only slightly below the best, and 
showed net gains of between 1 and 2 points 
for nearly all active stocks. Prices for 
American securities were good in London 
and in Europ today, and gave an impetus 
to the rise at the opening here, the inter- 
national stocks being the first to advance, 
The next to feel the movement were the 
Vanderbilts, New York Central being con- 
spicuous for the large buying and an ex- 
treme advance of 2 points.

Chicago, January 6.—Bearish statistical 
news predominated in the wheat market for 
the first part of today’s session, and the 
pr.ce declined a cent. The improved cash 
situation started things the other way, and 
at the close May wheat showed ‘%c advance 
over yesterday's final price. July, how- 
ever, closed 59c lower. Corn, after weak- 
ness became strong and closed %@c 
higher. Oats were firm and advanced %@ 
loc, Provisions declined 742@12%c. 

News affecting wheat before trading com- 
menced was chiefly bearish, and that was 
clearly the effect it had upon the specula- 
tors. May, which closed yesterday at 
9054c, opened at from We down to 89%c. For 
two hours the range of the fluctuations was 
practically limited between the extremes 
mentioned. The main point of the early 
market information were as follows: Liv- 
erpool quoted a decline of 1%d to start with 
and the reason for it was in one cablegram 
ascribed to liberal offerings of Argentine 
wheat, and in another to Thoman’s report- 
ed export surplus of 100,000,000 bushels still 
available in this country. A private cable- 
gram from Paris said wheat was rapidly 
declining and the market was very weak 
and depressed. The Price Current remark- 
ed of the condition of winter wheat that it 
was generally protected by snow. The 
northwestern rectipts were also still too 
liberal to create fresh bullish sentiment. 
Minneapolis and Duluth received 367 car- 
loads, compared with 633 cars last week, 
but they looked heavy when put against 
209 a year ago. Russia’s encouragement to 
the shipment of flour to that country in 
preference to wheat in the shape of rebates 
in railroad freights of from 16 to 20 per 
cent in favor of flour was also considered 
a reason for lower prices here. The only 
bullish feature of the early news was the 
small Chicago receipts. The number of car- 
loads inspected here was 41, against 80 ex- 
pected, and only three of the lot inspected 
contract. Some features of the local cash 
wheat market came into play later in the 
day, and was one reason for the change 
that took place in speculative sentiment 
and turned despondency at the beginning 
into buoyancy in the latter half of the ses- 
sion. No. 3 spring was soid in car lots at 
89¢c when May was quoted at §9%c and gen- 
erally the off grades in the sample market 
were bringing more money from 1 to sc per 
bushel than the same quality sold at yes- 
terday. 

The upward turn to the market was 
helped also by the liberal clearances from 
Atlantic ports, which in wheat and fiour 
amounted to 560,000 bushels. Reports from 
Baltimore were likewise forthcoming (to 
the effect that three steamers had been 
chartered there for wheat, and New York 
also reported some fresh business done for 
export. Closing cables made Liverpool’s 
latest prices from 14d to 1%d lower ihan 
those of the previous day. Perhaps as in- 
fluential a factor in the afternoon bulge as 
any was the fact that several heavy local! 
shorts bought steadily for an hour, when 
the price of May’was between 89% anda Wysu 
and when, owing to the late bullish aavues 
from the outside, the what had all been 
absorbed. The price for May slowly re- 
covered to 904c and moved up more ‘apid- 
ly to 99%@0%c and closed at 90%c bid, or 
lec higher than it did yesterday. 

Corn was moderately active, following 
in its course the changes in wheat prices. 
‘The market was weak early w.th wi:eat, 
but when that market reacted corn ad- 
vanced so easily that it appeared as though 
it had been pretty thoronghly liquidated. 
Near the close shorts became alarmed, 
and the best prices of the day were fre- 
vailing as the session ended. Commission 
houses and sealpers were the sellers. May 
ranged from 29144,@29%¢c to 25%c and closed 
4.Ww'44c higher at 29'4@2%¢c. : 

Oats were firm throughout the session, 
even when wheat and corn were weak. 
Shorts, both large and small, were con- 
stant buyers, and their operations caused 
a slow but steaty advance in prices. The 
supply of contract oats in Chicago tend- 
ed to create some anxety among shorts. 
A geod shipping demand existed. May 
ranged frem 22%@% to 235e¢c and closed 
le higher than it did yesterday.

fhe death of Miss Lucile Irma Pulitzer, 
the seventeen-year-old daughter of Joseph 
Pulitzer, editor of The New York World, is 
singularly sad, as she is reputed to have 
been a young woman of many noble ¢har- 
acteristics. 

In the accounts given of Miss Pulitzer’s 
death one is left to infer that her illness 
grew out of an over-active mind yRaccom- 
panied- by physical strength. In reference 
to her death and lovely character an edi- 
torial in The Worid tells the following pa- 
thetic story of her: 

“In face and in fofm she was the girl of 
seventeen. But her mind wag the mind o- 
maturity. | 

“To oider persohs there always comes 4 
more or less keen realization of the sufier* 
ings, the miseries, the injustices ol life. 
\’nis*girl, hardly more than a child in 
years, had already acquired that knowledge 
und taken it to heart. It developed in ue? 
a passionate sense of personal respousi- 


“bility and duty. 


“Where others of.her own age were ab- 
sorbed in the p.easures of youth, se took 
part in them reluctantly, her rea! self ab- 
sorbed in dreams and plans of serving her 
fellow beings, of lightening and easing the 
grievous burden of human sorrow. 

‘She was quick and keen and capable of 
judgments as amaging for their swiftness 
as-tor their accuracy. Her interest was 8&8 
wide as life. All that in any way bore 
upon the problems of humanity she souglit 
eagerly and acquired rapidly. 

“The greatest care was taken to keep 
her physical and mental! deve.opment even. 
Kut her brain lived up her nervous force 
faster than nature could support it. 

“When the last illness came there was 
no reserve of vitality. Yet she made a 
characteristic, brave tght.to keep the life 
which she had determined to use in fur- 
thering high and noble purposes. Almost 
by will power alone she lived on, week 
after week, month after month. Such 
courage and determination in face of such 
fearful odds of wasting illness and acute 
physical suffering made even the physi- 
cians hope against hope. 

“And during all those long months of 
painful days and wakeful, painful nights, 
no word of complaint ever left her lips. 
Even when she was so weak that her faint 
and almost expiring breath could not make 
itself audible, still by looks and by signs 
she strove to cheer those about her, to de- 
precate and conceal her sufferings. 

“It is almost certain that in the last week 
she realized that the battle was over and 
lost. But she did not give up until after 
Christmas. Although pitifully. weak and 
worn and pain-racked, she made her plans 
for the great gift day with the minutest, 
most thoughtful care. She forgot no one. 
She remembered every one, each in the 
way which her beautiful instinct of gener- 
ous kindliness told her would please that 
person. best. 

“When she had done all that could be 
done she ceased to struggle and passed 
away. 

“The companionship of youth and death 
is ever abhorrent. But how infinitely, how 
inconsolably bitter jis that cruel and un- 
natural alliance when youth is full of noble 
promise verging to fulfilment!’’

He is always in a good 
humor after dinner.” 

Indeed, it is generally understood that 
men of every class are very eusceptible to 
the influence of a good dinner, though the 
Statement may not reflect the greatest 
credit upon the “lords of creation.” 

According to an interesting story recent- 
ly told by Louis Lauten, a culinary artist 
in St. Louis, the effects of a good dinner 
have reached to that degree of power when 
the affairs of nations have hinged upon 
them. Lauten, who is a Frenchman by

There are few ‘things more characteristic 
of a woman’s character than her manner 
of greeting people, not only in the parlor, 
the reception room all at home, but on the 
street, from the window of her carriage, 
or in rapidly passing.

If she passes a 
group of women and speaks agreeably, 
there will always be one kindly disposed 
who will remark that Mrs. So-and-So is 
not a person understood by everybody, 
and that she really is possessed of many 
amiable and commendable qualities. If she 
speaks disagreeably, the entire party will 
reherse her many disagreeable xyualities 
and wonder how on earth her husband puts 
up with her, g~nd when she doesn’t speak 
at all, instead of being hurt, the entire 
party will laugh and wonder ‘‘what put her 
in an ugly humor today.”’

‘MOODY WANTS TOTAL DIVORCE

Files a Cross Bill Against His - Wife, 
Mrs. L. W. Moody, Yesterday. 


NEARLY DROVE HIM TO SUICIDE 


He Says Life with His Wife Was 
a Hell Upon Earth and He 
Wants Freedom. 


R. L. Moody, a young man well known in - 


the city, filed a cross bill for divorce against 
his wife, Mrs. L. W. Moody, in the clerk's 
office yesterday morning. Mrs. Moody filed 
a dill for divorce some time ago, alleging 
cruel treatment and neglect, and the hus- 
band’s answer is along the same line. 

Moody makes the startling assertion that 
life with his wife was a hell upon earth; 
that she tormented and worried him so 
that he often contemplated drowning his 
troubles in a suicide’s grave. He alleges 
she maltreated him in various ways, once 
calling his mother a vile name, and al- 
ways failing to perform the duties of a 
faithful wife. 

The bride was sixteen an@ the groom 
eighteen when the couple were married in 
1895. Moody says that he soon saw he could 
never be happy with her, and she informed 
him she wished he was dead. According 
to the husband, Mrs. Moody refused to pre- 
pare his meals at home; she often left home 
without his permission for days at a time, 
and his mother-in-law played a strong part 
in estranging the affections of the young 
couple, says the petition. 

Moody denies most of the allegations set 
forth in his wife’s bill, and seeks a total 
divorce.

It 
requested the commissioner to admit it to 
do a regular old line business. oo 
Wright was of the épinion that under its 
charter it could not do any other business 
than an assessment or co-operative in the 
nature of an assessment business. That 
would necessitate the company to have the 
word assessment printed across its poli- 
cies in red ink, under the recent law passed 
by the legislature. The Fidelity does not 
want to be in that place, and it says that 
it is doing an old line business. Captain 
Wright could not see how it could do that 
kind of business under iis charter. So 
the question was referred to Attorney Gen- 
eral Terrell for an opinion. 

Insurance Commissioner O’Rear, of Mis- 
souri, has filed a suit against J. B, Duke, 
the millionaire tobacconist and cigarette 
manufacturer. O'’Rear charges that Duke 
is a member of an association known as the 
Trader Fire Llovds of New York, which is 
said t».be doirg business in Missouri with- 
out having phe »sroper authority from the 
insurance department. 


The Massachusetts National Life Asso- 
ciation has been sold to a ssndicate of Bos- 
T. Stearn, who will 
be secretary and general manager. The 
association was oreanized two years ago 
as an assessment life insurance company. 


The New England Mutual Life has with- 
drawn from Kansas. It had only $11,000 
in business in the state last year and it 
has about 200 policyholders. 

The Arkansas Fire Insurance Company, 
of Little Rock, has reinsured with the 
Commercial Union Assurance Company, of 
London. The business is altogether in Ar- 
kansas, the company never ,having reach- 
ed out beyond its own state. The annual 
premium income was $55,000. The company 
agrees to retire from business. 


The local agents at Nashville, Tenn., and 
Columbus, O., complain that their com- 
panies have been writing policies over 
‘their heads. They have signed an agree- 
ment at Columbus not to represent any 
company which does it again. It is con- 
sidered a crooked work by the agents. 

The insurance papers are speculating 
over the outcome of the fight between the 
Continental on the one hand and the North 
British and the Insurance Company of 
North America on the other. It will be re- 
membered that Grant & Johnson recently 
bought the agency of H. L. English & Co., 
which represented the North British and 
the North America. Grant & Johnson, 
however, did not take the companies, but 
simply the business. They are soliciting 
the risks of the companies represented by 
English & Co. for the Continental. The 
two companies say they will take a hand 
in that themselves and there will be an 
attempt to settle the question whether the 
business belongs to the agent or to the com- 
pany.

He Was Arrested on Charge of Send- 
ing Obscene: Matter Through Mails. 


Is AN ATLANTA PUBLISHER 


Officers Say He Is Guilty—He Will 
Not Talk—Trial Takes Place at 
Noon Today. 


ff the United States officers can prove 
largest case involving the sending of ob- 


scene matter through the mails that has. 


been unearthed in this country during the 
past fifteen years 

James T. Green, a publisher, whose office 
is at 8% North Forsyth street, was ar- 
rested by government officers yesterday 
morning, who claim that he has violated 
the postal laws of the United States and 
they feel confident of convicting him on 
the charge of sending obscene matter 
through the mails. 

The matter which Green is charged with 
handling is a number of books of the vilest 
and most obscene nature. The books are 
notorious, it is said, and are known to be 
repulsively vile. 

At the time Green was arrested yesterday 
morning a large number of books were 
taken from his office and these the officers 
say are the ones with which he violated the 
laws of the United States by sending out. 

Inspectors Williams and McAfee have 
been working on this case for some time. 
They say that a large number of com- 
plaints have reached them and they have 
gradually ‘been accumulating evidence 
against Green. While the inspectors have 
very little to say in regard to the matter, 
it is understood that the case was brought 
to a climax by the discovery of a packagé 
of books which it is claimed were sent cut 
by Green. 

The inspectors decided yesterday that 
they had enough evidence against Green to 

\warrant his arrest and he was held on the 
charge of sending obscene matter through 
the United States mails. 

The books Green is charged with circu- 
lating have given the postal authorities 
trouble many times before this and there 
have been a large number of arrests at 
various places on this same charge. The 
case of Green, according to Inspector Mc- 
Afee, is the biggest they have handled dur- 
ing the past fifteen years. It is claimed 
that Green sent books by express to other 
states and in that way violated another 
United States law. The circulars telling 
of the books, it is claimed, were sent 
through the mails. 

While the officers say Green is guilty, he 
will make no statement and will not an- 
swer sagem He has employed as his 
attorneys W. C. Glenn and Hoke Sith. 

Judge sh placed the bond at $1,000 
and the case will be heard today at 12 
o’clock, at which time it is expected that 
both sides will submit some interesting 
evidence. __
